WAR PROBLEMS 


SIR FREDERICK PASCOE RUTTER’S REVIEW 


The Seventy-eighth Annual Meeting of the London and Lan- 
cashire Insurance Company, Limited, was held in London on 
8 May 1940. Sir Frederick Pascoe Rutter, presiding, said the 
war had given rise to puzzling questions of war risks insurance, 
including whether any scheme could be devised to provide pro- 
tection for buildings and property. 

In relation to the war risk insurance of commodit es, the Com- 
panies undertook to act as Government agents without remunera- 
tion other than out of pocket expenses, and, in view of the 
criticisms in some quarters of the rate of premium now charged, 
5s. per cent. per month, he thought it should be understood 
that this is entirely the concera of the Government, as to which 
we were not consulted. 


INSURANCE AND THE NATION 


As to the larger question of the place of insurance in the 
national economy, the need for increased exports was more and 
more realised as a paramount necessity, and the importance of 
the country’s invisible exports was thus emphasised, including 
the help given to British trade overseas by the security of 
British insurance. He therefore welcomed the Government’s 
ready help and the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s assurance 
that British insurance companies should carry on their overseas 
business without impediment. 


Tue Unitep Srates 
The strength of British insurance business had been fortified 
by association with the United States, which stood to-day as a 
valuable buttress of our international stability. The Marine 
Account maintained its usual high standard, and had taken its 
full share in providing protection against war risks, with 
reasonably satisfactory results. 


Fire, Marine AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE 


The Fire Department had demonstrated the high quality of 
their underwriting, and the Accident Department showed a 
welcome improvement all over the world, except the United 
States. In the aggregate, the increase of premium income 
amounted to £231,828. Profit from the three departments was : 
Fire, £267,695; Accident, £104,711; and Marine, £140,628, a 
total of £513,034, as against £434,257 in 1938. 


Lire Business 

Our Life Business, as you know, is conducted by our Allied 
Company, the ‘“‘ Law Union and Rock.’ They had their Quin- 
quennial Valuation at the end of 1939, and, while the current 
fund showed a substantial surplus, their Directors, impressed 
by the anxieties of the world situation and what it may in- 
volve, wisely decided to conserve their resources and refrain 
from declaring any bonus on the participating policies. A 
special interim bonus will be paid on policies becoming claims 
by death or maturity during the current quinquennium, 

In the case of the two closed Funds for the ‘‘ Crown” and 
the ‘‘ Rock,’’ these relate entirely to older lives, and substantial 
additional reserves are held. It has, therefore, been found pos- 
sible to continue their normal bonuses. 

The proportion of the profits of the various Funds accruing 
to the shareholders for the period is, therefore, £21,366, which 
meavs an attenuated allocation of £4,273 per annum against 
£17,078 during the previous quinquennium. 


WorxkMEN’s CoMPENSATION 


As regards workmen's compensation insurance, this has always 
been conducted on a narrow margin—sometimes a little profit, 
sometimes the other way—and indeed for the last ten years the 
whole of the world-wide business has resulted in a small loss; 
1939, however, showed an improvement, and he hoped this would 
continue. 


Profit AND Loss Account 


This result, in the abnormal circumstances, was quite a satis- 
factory contribution to the record the Company had built up. 
Interest for the year was £439,095 against £481,363, a reduction 
due to increased income tax, and the value of their investments 
was much greater than the book figures of even a year ago. As 
regards the other items, it was thought expedient to somewhat 
increase the transfer to staff pension fund, for, as will be 
appreciated, pensions applicable to increasing staffs have a 
habit of growing instead of falling off. The net result, there- 
fore—after all these items have been dealt' with—is that, while 
the balance brought forward from 1938 was £2,880,128, the 
balance carried forward is £3,127,938—an eloquent evidence 
that 1939, with all its trials, has yet substantially enhanced the 
financial strength of the company. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

PRICES OF GOODS ACT 


Under a Board of Trade Order (S.R. & O., 1940, 
No. 685, price 1d.), which will come into force on 
10 June next, a comprehensive list of articles of 
common uso in daily life is brought under the price 
regulation machinery of the Prices of Goods Act. The 
previous Order (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
21 December 1939, page 813) covered in the main the 
cheaper grades of clothing and household goods and the 
textile and leather materials actually used in their 
manufacture. 

In future not only these, but all kinds of clothing, 
boots and shoes, domestic ironmongery and hardware, 
cutlery and household textiles will be price regulated. 
Among the other goods to which the new Order applies 
are domestic furniture, wireless sets and gramophones, 
cycles, perambulators, clocks and watches, drugs, 
soap, candles and matches. 

Furthermore, so far as their prices are not otherwise 
controlled, the Act will be applied to the more impor- 
tant classes of materials needed for the manufacture of 
most of the above-mentioned goods. The Act exempts 
goods intended for export. 


REGULATED PRICES OF BRANDED GOODS 


The Board of Trade have made an Order (S.R. & O., 
1940, No. 718, price 2d.) under Section 5 of the Prices 
of Goods Act, specifying permitted prices, both whole- 
sale and retail, for a number of branded and _price- 
maintained goods, in respect of which applications had 
been made by the Central Price Regulation Com- 
mittee, at the instance of the manufacturers.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


DIRECT READING HARDNESS TESTING 
(ROCKWELL PRINCIPLE) 
Hardness testing forms a convenient means of con- 
trolling heat treatment, case hardening or similar sur- 
face treatment of metals and there has been increasing 
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demand for a direct reading test (Rockwell type) which 
enables rapid routine tests to be made. 


The need for a standard for such a test has become more 
and more apparent and in response to representations from 
a wide field of engineering the British Standards Institu- 
tion has prepared and issued the above standard. 

The standard forms an addition to British Standards on 
Hardness Testing, which have already been published, 
namely B.S. 240, Brinell Test; B.S. 427, Diamond Pyramid 
Test; and B.S. 860, Approximate Comparison of Hardness 
Scales. In the new standard for the Rockwell test it is 
explained that in addition to standardising the manner 
in which the test is made it has been necessary to include 
requirements relating to the machine itself as the accuracy 
of the test is largely dependent upon the accuracy of the 
machine. 

The standard only includes three scales, A, B and C, and 
the ranges of materials with which these scales may be used 
are indicated in an appendix, in which there is also a note 
about scales D to H and the uses to which they are put. 

A simple means of checking the accuracy of the machine 
by means of a calibrated steel block is also described. 

In view of the extent to which the Rockwell test is being 
used, the new standard will be welcomed by industry,

PRIZES OFFERED FOR IMPROVEMENT AND 
ENCOURAGEMENT OF NAVIGATION

NEWFOUNDLAND DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


The ‘ Newfoundland Gazette’? of 9 April contains a 
copy of a Trade Agreement concluded between the Govern- 
ments of Newfoundland and the Dominican Republic which 
was signed on 16 March, 

The Agreement provides, inter alia, for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of Customs duties 
and related matters, allocation of exchange, quotas for 
exchange or for the quantitative control of imports, in- 
ternal taxes, fees, charges, ete. 

The two Governments also undertake not to claim the 
treatment accorded by the Dominican Republic to Hayti, 
or that accorded by Newfoundland to the British Empire. 

Provision is made for the exemption of Newfound- 
land codfish from the Internal Revenue Tax on importa- 
tion into the Dominican Republic. 

The Agreement entered into force immediately and will 
remain effective for a period of three years, and thereafter 
subject to six months’ notice of termination.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 





The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Ankara 
has forwarded a copy of a Decree No. 2/12989, dated 
9 March, by which imports of tissues of cotton, wool, hemp 
and jute falling under Tariff No. 135, velvets, plushes and 
velvety tissues of silk or mixed silk falling under Tariff 
No. 136 (b) and kerchiefs of silk or mixed silk falling under 
Tariff No. 145 (b) and (c) which contain up to 25 per cent. 
(inclusive) of artificial silk yarn will, as an exceptional 
measure, be treated as plain textiles without such content 
and pay the lower duties applicable to woollen tissues 
(Tariff Nos. 106 and 107), cotton tissues (Tariff Nos. 377, 
378, 379, 383 and 400), and flax, hemp and other vegetable 
materials (Tariff No. 417 (c) ). 


These lower duties will only be applied to goods which 
were in the Turkish Customs depéts on 9 April and which 
are cleared by 9 June. 


An exception is, however, made in the case of woollen 
cloths mixed with natural or artificial silk to the extent of 
not more than 10 per cent. Such cloths will be dutiable as 
plain woollen goods with a surtax of 15 per cent. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


CONVERSION OF CURRENCY FOR CUSTOMS 
PURPOSES 


The following is the text of a Decision of the United 
States Treasury Department (T.D. 50134) of 15 April, re- 
garding the conversion for Customs purposes of the 
Canadian dollar, Newfoundland dollar, English pound, and 
Australian pound: 


Reference is made to the daily buying rates for foreign 
exchange which section 522 (c) of the Tariff Act of 1930 
(U.S. C. title 31, sec. 372 (c) ) directs the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York to certify to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. The list of rates certified by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York has included two rates for the 
Canadian dollar and the Newfoundland dollar since 
22 March 1940, two rates for the English pound since 
25 March 1940, and two rates for the Australian pound 
since 1 April 1940. In each case the higher rate has been 
designated ‘‘ official,” the other ‘‘ free.”’ 

Whenever it is necessary to convert any of the above- 
mentioned currencies into currency of the United States 
for the purpose of the assessment and collection of duties 
upon imported merchandise, Customs Officers shall make 
such conversions on the basis of the rate designated 
‘ official,’’ unless the rate proclaimed for the respective 
currency pursuant to section 552 (a) of the Tariff Act of 
1930 (U. S. CG. title 31, see. 372 (a) ) varies from such 
‘ official *? rate by less than 5 per centum. In the latter 
event the proclaimed rate should be used.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade pro- 
ducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates

of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 
PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST Loss 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The 
guarantees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any 
person, firm or company carrying on business in the United 
Kingdom, and the goods, generally speaking, must be home 
produced, i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom. 


SHort-TeRM CREDITS 


The guarantees protect exporters against the main risk 
of giving credit to oversea buyers. Losses arising from the 
insolvency of the buyer can be covered by the Department’s 
Comprehensive Guarantee Policy for the whole of an ex- 
porter’s business during a forward period of twelve months. 
An Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee, which can 
be obtained for a supplementary premium, protects the ex- 
porter against the risk that a buyer may be unable to make 
payment when due owing to the imposition of exchange 
restriction, or to the occurrence of war between the im- 
porter’s country and the United Kingdom, or to war, 
hostilities, civil war, rebellion, revolution, insurrection, 
civil commotion or other disturbance in the country of the 
buyer. 


Crepits To PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETO. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities or private traders. In _ the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 
ment’s guarantees.
